The famous creole gumbo was 
served at the banquet, and a recipe 
for this famous old dish was given — 
the Taft party. It {is as follows: 

“To a chicken add half a pound 
knuckle of ham; chop up both in 
one inch pieces and fry them 
brown in two tablespoonsfuls of 
boiling lard; add to them four 
lange crabs cut up, two dozen Ooys- 
ters and a pound of ~»peeled 
shrimps; cut into this four dozen 
smail okra pods, one large onion, 
a little red pepper. and sait to 
taste. Let all simmer on a slow ‘ 
fire for about twenty minutes; 
then fill pp with warm water, 
enough tocoverthe contents two 
inches deep. Let this boll for two 
hours. Serve with Louisiana 
steamed rice.”’ 


New Orleans, February =12.—Presi- 
dent-elect Taft breathed the distinctive 
atmosphere of New Orleans hospitality 
today and tonight. His morning was 
devoted to the negro race, his after- 
noon to leisure and recreation, with the 
tension of entertainment as light as 
possible, but with the shades of eve. 
ing, there were gathered about him the 
genial host. multiplied by eminence, 
rank and distinction. 

The entertainment feature 
was a Creole banquet, where 
tened oysters, the savoriness of the 
cuisine, with its hundreds of years of 
perfection and reputation, blended with 
the honeyed words of compliment and 
Oratory, music and fioral tribute into a 
scene of animation and vivacity, tem- 
pered with respect and dignity. 

Mr. Taft Muchly Toasted. 

Mr. Taft was toasted by the governor, 
the mayor, by citizens of prominence 
and speakers of reputation. A feeling 
invocation was pronounced by Cardinal 
Gibbons, who is in the e'tw visiting his 
brother. Mr. Taft resvonded in the 
of the occasion. He. talked of 
his desire as the chief executive to rep- 
resent the whole nation, of his intén- 
tion to make the representative of the 
administration in the south 
the best element of the communities in 
which they lived: of his recent visit to 
the isthmus of Panama, with a reépeti- 
tion of his hopes for the completion 
of the canal within his administration. 

The dinner was given in the newly- 
decorated banquet hall of the Grune- 
wald hotel, where Mr. Taft is quarter- 
ed. A thousand citizens paid the as- 
sessment of $25 each for places at the 
board and considerably over half of 
these were present, and from th 
beginning until the late ending 
scene was one of brilllance and anima- 
tion. The spacious corridors of the ho- 
tel presented a brilliant Scene during 
the evening, being the assembling place 
of the many who could not attend the 
dinner. 

As soon as the brilliantly lighted and 
decorated banquet hal] had been filled, 
Mr. Taft was ceremoniously invested 
with the jewel and title of the ‘Prince 
of the Philippines,’’ by the imperial am- 
bassador of Rex, Judge Larry O’Don- 
nell, the compliment being a forerunner 
of the carniva]) season.

ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES, 
AT THE OLD LINCOLN HOME 


Hodgenville, Ky., February !2.—Hence- 
forth the birthplace of Abraham Lin- 
coln is to be marked by a pile of stone. 
The emancipator of a race, and, more 
than that, the liberator of the thought 
‘of a nation, builded his own monument 
in the heart of the world, and =  ap- 
propriately the physical structure which 
hes now found a beginning at the place 
where Lincoln first saw the light, 
takes the simpler name of a .memorial. 
It is to be simple, but classic, building 
of granite, and it is hoped that it may 
be completed some time next fall, when 
President Taft will officiate in dedicat- 
Ing it, as the present president, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, today officiated in lay- 
ing its foundation stone. 

Laying of Cornerstone, 

The cornerstone laying took place aft- 
er appropriate forensic ceremonies, 
which were participated in by the presi- 
Gent of the United States; Governor Au- 
gystus E. Willson, of Kentucky; former 
Governor Joseph W. Folk, of Missouri, 
president of the Lincoln Farm Associa- 
tion; Hon. Luke E. Wright, secretary 
of war, who spoke as an ex-confederate 
soldier; General James Grant Wilson, 
of New York, who represented the un- 
ion soldiers, and I. T. Montgomery, of 
Mississippi, a negro and an ex-slave. 

With one exception, the orators, rep- 
resenting not only the conflicting sides 
in the great struggle, but the present 
generation as well the two _ political 
parties, and the white and black races, 
as well as the different sections of the 
country, spoke from the same platform 
and with the-same flag, a splendid new 
specimen of the Stars and Stripes flut- 
tering over them, “ 

The ceremony was full of interesting 
and novel features, apart from the oc- 
casion which inspired it, and not the 
least interesting was the character of 
the crowd which composed the audience. 
There were probably six or eight thou- 
sand people present. Many of them had 
come in on special trains from Louisville 
and other Kentucky centers, and some 


had been attracted to the scenes from |

Raw and damp as was 
the atmosphere, the large throng stood 
with bared heads during the hour and 
three-quarters consumed by the cere- 
monies, and, discouraging as was the 
weather, there was liberal and judicious 
applause. There was an earnestness of 
expression, and it was evident that most 
of those there felt that they were en- 
gaged in paying a long-deserved tribute 
to a national hero. 

President Roosevelt and his imme- 
diate party arrived shortly before | 
o'clock, after a drive over a heavy red 
Clay road from Hodgenville, and five 
minutes afterwards, Governor Willson 
called the assemblage together, and in- 
troduced Rev. Dr. E. L. Powell, of the 
First Christian church, of Louisville, 
who delivered an extemporaneous 
prayer. 

On the Speaker's Platform. 

The speakers’ platform was small, and 
accommodated few, except the par- 
ticipants in the exercises and the presi- 
dent’s immediate party, incluing Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, Mrs. Au- 
gustus E. Willson, Captain A. W. Butt, 
Dr. Rixey, and others. 

Commencing with Governor Willson’s 
address, the speaking began at | 
o'clock, and, notwithstanding there were 
six set speeches, one prayed an con- 
siderable music, to say nothing of the 
laying of the cornerstone, the entire 
ceremony had been concluded by 2:45, 
and a few minutes afterwards the vis- 
itors had begun their rough carriage 
ride back to Hodgenville.

Among the con- 
tributors to this treasure were Clarence 
Mackay, Robert J. Collier and Richard 
Llioyd Jones, of New York, all of whom 
have actively participated in the move- 
ment which about to result in the 
memorial building. in this part of 
the ceremony, an aged’ negro took a 
leading part.

BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT

“As a people we are indeed beyond 
measure fortunate in the characters of 
the two greatest of our public men, 
Washington and Lincoln. Widely 
though they differed in externals, the 
Virginia landed gentleman and _ the 
Kentucky backwoodsman, they were 
alfke in essentials, they were alike 
in the great qualities which ren- 
dered each able to render service to his 
nation and to all mankind such as no 
other man of his generation could or 
did render. Each had lofty ideals, but 
each in striving to attain these lofty 
ideals was guided by the soundest com- 
mon sense.

New Orleans, February 12.—The re- 
ception to the president-elect by the ne- 
groes of the city today was marked by 
enthusiastic cordiality. Thousands of 
the members of that race assembled in 
the local baseball park, filling the 
grandstand, bleachers and a large por- 
tion of the grounds. Hundreds of negro 
school children were banked on the 
benches, each bearing an American flag. 
Songs were sung and speeches made by 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Jones, president of the 
Negro Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, under whose auspices the celebra- 
tion was held, and Rev. Dr. Alfred Law- 
less, a negro preacher, also by Chalir- 
man Philip Werlein, of the Progressive 
Union, under whose auspices Judge 
Taft is being entertained, and by Mayor 
Behrman. 

Mr. Taft, declaring his desire be 
“the president of all the people,” and

Times in 20 Miles. 


f Ben Hill Won Half-Mile Sprint, 


Fogler Won Five-Mile Open 
Race — Lawson Won Motor

Before a crowd of twenty-five hun- 
dred yelling people, Bobby Walthour 
last night, in the Veledrome, at Ponce 
de Leon park, won the twenty-mile mo- 
tor-paced race from Jimmy Moran, of 
Chelsea, Mass., by a distance of three 
Japs and seventy-three vards, the time 
being thirty-three minutes and fifty- 
seven seconds. 

It was a spirited race throughout. 
comparing favorably with the usual 
track time. From the crack of the pistol 
Walthour began to gain, inch by inch, 
passing Moran in the last half of the 
Sixth, eleventh and (fifteenth miles. 
Slightly diminishing the gain, Walthour 
came in at the finish with seventy- 
three yards on-his fourth lap. Lawson 
paced for Walthour, as usual, and Tur- 
ville for Moran. 

The motor-paced race was preceded by 
four lively events, participated in by 
eleven cycle stars, including two heats 
of half-mile sprint. races, the winners 
and the two place men qualifying for the 
final heat, and a five-mile open profes- 
sional race. 

The winner of the final half-mile 
sprint race was Ben Hill, brother of 
Fired Hill, the 1908 amateur champion. 

Joe Fogler, the winner of the last six- 
day race at Madison Square Garden, 
finished first in the five-mile open 
race. Eddie Root, who was’ Fogler’s 
partner in the six-day race, finished 
second. It was a pretty sprint between 
these two men, but they were pushed 
all the way by Wiley, who finished 
third. 

Elmer Collins, the champion pace 
follower of America, raced against time 
for two miles. Collins greatly im- 
pressed the large crowd by his speedy 
work, and Bobby Walthour will have to 
look after his laurels when they meet 
next week. Collins’ time of 3:59 is the 
fastest time ever made on an Atlanta 
track. Wien the time was announced 
he was roundly cheered. 

The concluding event was a two- 
mile motor race between Gussie Law- 
son, pace-maker for Bobbie Walthour, 
and Charles Turville, pace-maker for 
Jimmy Moran. These men whirled 
around the track at a mile-a-minute 
clip, the time being two minutes and 
eleven seconds, Lawson winning by sev- 
enty-three yards.

WIRELESS IS RECEIVED 
FROM ATLANTIC FLEET 


New York, February !2.—A wireless 
message from the tender Yankton, 
which ts preceding the Atlantic battle- 
ship fleet now on its way to Hampton 
Roads, after its cruise around the 
world, was picked up shortly after 4 
o’clock this morning by the wireless 
station on Fire island. The message 
was as follows: 

“Yankton, 8 p. m., February 
32.44 North, Longe. 52.04 West. Fleet 
34.36 North; 30.19 West.—Fine weath- 
er; speed 10 !-2 knots. Cruise une- 
ventfu'.” 

This is the first wireless communica- 
tion received on this side of the Atlan- 
tic from the fleet or from any vessel 
accompanying it since the departure 
from Gibraltar. Receiving stations in 
this vicinity have thus achieved:a re- 
markable record in the last twenty-four 
hnours in picking up messages from 
both the Atiantic and Pacific fleet, a 
communication from the battleship 


11, Lat. 


New Hampshire, somewhere in south- 
ern waters, having been picked up by 
the Coney Island station of thé United 
States Wireless Company. last night. 

According to the longitude and lati- 
tude. as given by the dispatch from 
the Yankton, the battleships are about 
1,080 miles west of Gibraltar, and the 
Yankton 945 miles ahead. This placey 
the Yankton only 540 miles east of Ber- 
muda, and the fleet a little over 2,000 
miles from Hampton Roads. 

The schedule as announced before the 
departure of. the vessels from Gibraltar 
said that they would reach Hampton 
Roads about February 22 or 23, but if 
their position as indicated by the wire- 
less is correct, at the present rate of 
Speed they should arrive on February 
19 and 20. They left Gibraltar Febru- 
ary 6. In a longitudinal position the 
ships last night were about 200 miles 
south of the Azores, whicheplaces them 
a dittle south of the line drawn direct- 


ly west from Gibraltar.

Important Changes Will Be

Washington, February 1!2.—The select 
committee on wood pulp and print pa- 
per investigation met today to discuss 
the various matters which will enter 
into their report to the house at the 
special session Of congress for the re- 
vision of the tariff. 

It is understood the committee wiil 
recommend a considerable reduction 
in the duty om cheap print paper, and 
probably removal of the tariff on 
ground wood, under such conditions as 
would secure the free importation of 
both pulp wood and ground wood pulp 
from Canada. 

The tariff on sulphite of soda fiber 
will.not be changed, it is understood.

Birmingham, Ala., February 12.—Presi- 
dent-elect Taft will speak from the rear 
platform of his train when it arrives 
in Birmingham Saturday night about 8 
o'clock. The train will remain here 
from ten to fifteen minutes. Judge Taft 
will be en route from New Orleans to 
Cincinnati. 

This information was givén to Gen-

JBURGLARS GOT BUSY 


AGAIN LAST NIGHT 


Several Cases Reported to Po- 
lice and Two Intruders Were 
Captured. 


Burglars got -busy last night in sey- 
eral parts of the town, as the reports 
of the police officers will show. Two 
of the burglars were caught, while an- 
other, who climbed a tree to effect an 
entrance to a residence, was too Slick 
for his pursuers, and escaped. The two 
mén caught were lame, to such an ex- 
tent that they could hardly have es- 
caped had they tried. 

The first case reported to the police 
was that in which an old negro man, 
Henry McCullough, a slavery-time 
darkg, 63 years old, was caught steal- 
ing coal from the yard of the residence 
of J. H. Clarke, at 296 West Fourth 
Street, about 8 o’clock. Mr. Clarke de- 
tected the old man, and held a gun on 
him until the arrival of Call Officer 
Norris. The old man was full of rheu- 
matism, so that it was necessary to 
take him to the station house in the 
patrol wagon. 

About an hour later Call Officers 
Barfield and Haslett were called to the 
residence of H. B. Baylor, at 20 Bedford 
place, where a negro man had been 
found in a bedroom by the lady of the 
house. The latter sounded an alarm, 
and the negro divd through the side 
window. Investigation disclosed the 
fact that the burglar had climbed a 
small tree next to the house at the left 
side, and had gone through a window. 

The negro got a couple of pairs of 

pants and a sack of horehound candy, 
used by an inmate of the house to stop 
a cold. The negro was traced down 
an alley at the rear of the house, but 
here the trail was lost. In gaining the 
premises the burglar passed a “posted’’ 
sign, but this failed to keep him out. 
, The last burglary of consequence was 
reported by Samuel Loeb, near beer sa- 
loonist at 252 Decatur street, who saw 
a negro prying into his piace, and 
ealled hnaif-a-dozen officers. The ne- 
gro began in the front and wrenched off 
a hinge holding a door, two doors be- 
low Samuel’s place. It is thought his 
intention was to cross through the store 
between, through a frail glass door, and 
pass to the beer saloon. :

In dwelling on the history of Florence, 
it is impossible to separate the names 
of tnese two great figures, the artist 
and the reformer. Michelangelo was 
a@s tremendous a monal force as was 
the priest; his fibre wes as strong, his 
enthusiasm as devoted, and his convic- 
tions about his mission as elevated and 
sincere.
